Interference 


On the Radio 


Radio Engineer Explains Heterodyne 


Interference—Unvarying Pitch of 
Sot* Distinguishes Heterodyning 
From Other Interference. 
Most fans have been troubled at 


some time or other by "heterodyne" 
Interference produced by broadcast 
stations, but how many can explain 
H? In the September Radio Broad- 
cast magazine. *C. B. Jolllffe, an 
authority on all matters pertaining 
to radio, and an engineer at 
the 


Bureau of Standards, gives a simple 
explanation of this form of interfer- 
ence and tells what tbe Department 
of Commerce is doing to 
minimize 


the difficulty. 


"At times, when tuning-in a broad- 


casting station," says Mr. 
Jplliffe. 


"there is- heard In the receiving »et 
a whistling sound whose pitch (frtv 
quencr) cannot be changed no mat- 
er what is done to the controls of 
the set As the tuning adjustments 
are changed, the whistle reaches 
greatest intensity at one point on the 
dials and dies away gradually as 
they are turned from this toning 
point 
The fact that the note re- 


mains the same pitch distinguishes 
it from the whistle of varying pitch 
("birdies") produced by your own or 


some , other person's 
generating 


(oscillating) receiving set. 


"If the tuning controls are turned 


slowly while one listens carefully it 
will usually be found that there are 
two stations which can be heard very 
close together when the whistle is at 
Its maximum loudness. ' These two 
transmitting stations are "beating" 
and producing the whistle.

:ransmlttlng stations is such that 
two Cltss B stations operating simul- 
taneously should be • closer in fre- 
quency than 10.009 circles, TWO sta- 
tions having a difference In their fre- 
quencies of 10.000 cycles produce 'a 
beat note which is too high to be 
readily audible. So If all Class B. 


broadcasting stations maintain ac- 
curately the frequency which 
they 


are legally entitled to use they would 
produce no beat interference. These 
Class B stations are the ones to 
which the large majority 
of tbe 


people listen and are assigned fre- 
quencies between 5 SO and 1,900 kilo- 
cycles (wave lengths 545 'to 300 
meters).
